Road Race Collects 465 Pounds for Charity

On Saturday, August 11, over 300 runners 
braved the rainy weather to participate in the 7th Annual 
Rochester Road Race in order to raise money and food for 
Damien's Food Pantry in Wareham. A total of 465 pounds 
of food and canned goods were collected for the charity. 

"We want to say thank you to everyone,'' said 
Chuck Kantner, Vice President of the Rochester Road 
Race Committee. "We encourage people to get involved 
in the local community and support something that is 
meaningful to them." 

Kantner has been at the helm of the race since 
its inception in 2006. He teamed up with a group of local

running enthusiasts to create the event. 

"There were local races in Marion and 
Mattapoisett, but Rochester didn't have one," he said. "We 
thought it would be nice if every town in the Tri-Town 
had a race." 

Rochester rounds out the Tri-Town race 
season, and with the Marion Village 5K in June and 
the Mattapoisett Road Race in July, many familiar faces 
participate in each of the races. Of the 340 registered 
runners this year, there were a wide variety of seasoned 
runners and families participating. 

"There's a definitely a number of really good 
runners," said Kantner. "But there's definitely a lot of 
families and it's a great family venue. It's a special event 
for them." 

The 3.1 -mile race started on Dexter Lane, 
continued down Mary's Pond Road to Walnut Plain and 
turned down Clapp Road. From there, runners turned 
down Mendell Road and finally down Rounseville Road 
before finishing on the church green in the center of town. 

340 runners marks the lowest registration the race 
has seen in recent years as compared to 358 runners last 
year and 365 in 2010. Kantner said he believes the rainy 
weather kept people from registering the day of the race 
and that pre-registration numbers were actually higher 
than the previous years. Still, despite the lower turnout,

ORRHS Swim Team to Host Silent Auction, 
Swim-A-Thon

In just a few short weeks, the 2012-2013 school 
year will be underway at Old Rochester Regional High 
School and the brand new varsity co-ed swim team will 
kick off its inaugural season. For the first time in 50 years, 
the school will have its own swim squad, and the parents 
and swimmers are looking forward to making history. 

At the end of June, the Old Rochester Regional 
School Committee gave the green light for the school's 
first varsity co-ed swim team at its final meeting of the 
year. For years, many swimmers left ORRHS to attend 
Bishop Stang High School because they were the only 
local school with a swim program. But now, swimmers in 
the Tri-Town will have a chance to represent the Bulldogs 
in the pool. 

"For the swimmers that stayed here at ORR we 
wondered why not start a grassroots swim program?" 
said Friends of Old Rochester Swimming Secretary 
Chrissi Gelson. 

Parents of interested swimmers approached 
ORRHS Principal Mike Devoll and Athletic Director Bill 
Tilden with a proposal after researching how much it 
would cost for coaching, travel and other expenses. The 
team was approved under the condition that the parents 
would provide the funding for the group for the first two

or three years of its existence. After the third year, the 
school will take over the funding.

Herring Counts Improve Dramatically

Since 2004, it has been illegal to catch herring in 
Mattapoisett due to its low numbers. The moratorium 
placed on the fish has allowed its numbers to grow slowly 
and steadily. But from 2011 to 2012, the growth has been 
incredible. 

"The reason for the growth is that we've had 
great weather," said Mattapoisett Herring Inspector Bob 
Martin. "We haven't had a lot of rain." 

Due to the small amount of rain, the gates in the 
river have been closed so the herring run had a lot of

water in it, providing a safe place for herring. According 
to Martin, the increased herring count has several positive 
benefits. 

"It means a lot for the environment," he said. "It 
is a big fish for stripers and whales." 

With increased herring, it will attract more fish to 
the area so that they can feed off the herring, ultimately 
providing local fisherman with more fish. Martin said if 
the herring continues to increase in numbers, fisherman 
can catch up to 50 bushels of fish when the moratorium is 
lifted. 

The herring are tracked electronically. As they 
go through the tubes in the herring run, an electronic 
counter keeps track of all the fish. The counter is located 
in Snipatuit Pond near the headwaters of the Mattapoisett 
River. 

In 2008, the herring count in Mattapoisett was 
10,000 and it has steadily increased to 12,587, which was 
the count in 2011. However, in 2012, the count increased 
dramatically to 28,447. 

Still, the count must be at least 50,000 before the 
moratorium is lifted, and Martin said the marine fisheries 
are doing everything they can to protect the limited fish. 

"The herring is getting a lot of play all of a 
sudden," he said. "The marine fisheries are doing

"I have a golden retriever at home!'' said one 
excited girl to a staff member nearby. ''I wonder if this 
will be a girl dog or a boy dog/' 

Then Deputies Kevin Ardini and Jim Creed 
displayed the obedience, searching, and apprehension 
skills of their male German Shepherd service dogs, Bodo 
and Rony 

"These dogs are trained in tracking and they're 
trained to find drugs," said Creed as Aldini walked Bodo 
on a leash around the crowd of children, who giggled and 
pointed in excitement. 

"This dog alerts by scratching, barking, and 
biting," Creed said of Bodo. He also explained how the 
dogs are trained and how the dogs perceive the smell 
of illicit drugs as a reward trigger. When a police dog 
finds a stash of drugs, its accompanying officer always 
congratulates the dog and gives him a treat. 

The entire training process takes months, he said, 
with ten weeks devoted to drug tracking alone. 

The highlight of the demonstration was, of 
course, the apprehension. Aldini donned a special 
protective sleeve that went up to his shoulder as Creed 
shouted at him as if he were running from the police. 
Creed then released Rony, who had his jaws around 
Aldini' s sleeve within a few short seconds. 

As the presentation drew to a close, the staff 
members smiled as the kids barraged the deputies with 
questions about the dogs and their jobs. It seemed like 
the kids were sold on the idea of becoming real-life 
superheroes. 

"I love how every day is something new and 
exciting. They're always happy to learn something and to 
experience something new," said Weaver.

the Elizabeth Tabor Library. The proceeds from the sale go 
to help fund the library and its programs. 

"Fm not sure how many we have, but it's a lot/' 
said Nita Rowland, one of the organizers of the sale. "We 
have about 30 tables of books.'' 

There was ample representation from all of the 
major literary genres, from fiction to poetry to mystery to 
travel. Rowland said the books were all donations made 
to the library by Marion residents, which are stored and 
sorted in the basement of the building before each sale.

CAT IN THE CRATE 

Getting my cat in the crate to take him to the vet is a 
traumatic event for both of us. Any suggestions? 

There isn't any way to reliably win this contest. A 
few hints: 

Use an airline kennel from a pet shop. A card- 
board box just won't work. Bring the kennel out 
from it's storage spot days before your vet visit 
so the cat gets used to it and isn't immediately 
sensing that a trip to the vet is upcoming.

Town Administrator Mike Gagne said that he 
has been in contact with the members of the Community 
Preservation Committee and will be working with them 
through the process. 

Sandra Dawson, of the real estate agency for the 
property, was also on hand to clarify errors published by 
the media that has resulted in a devalued perception of 
the land. 

"We understand Brad would like to be involved 
in having the CPA buy this. But there have been several 
newspaper articles that have errors that need to be 
corrected on the record,'' Dawson said. As a consequence, 
the inaccuracies appear in many of the most prominent 
results of popular Internet search engines. 

Dawson listed the following corrections: 

• 3.1 acres of land are located between Marion 
Road and Chapel Road. The land is located close to both 
the Marion town line and the ORR High School and 
Junior High complex. 

• Town water and sewer are both available, but 
a potential buyer needs to check with the Mattapoisett 
Water and Sewer Department regarding sewer 
connection. 

• Fifty-foot setback compliance exists on all sides, 
which has been confirmed with the Building Department.

The truck would be parked at the Creamery as 
an extension of the main building's business during peak 
hours. The truck would also be able to be hired to cater 
private parties. Ackerman specified that the truck would 
not "troir' around public areas and neighborhoods. 

"Trolling would not be fair. We don't deliver food. 
We're not looking to park on anyone's business or crowd 
anyone out," Ackerman said. 

The Board of Selectmen then voted to amend 
the common victualler's license held by the Creamery to 
include the truck and its use for mobile catering of private 
events. 

During the Town Administrator's report, Mike 
Gagne addressed the various road work around the 
village.

safety issues as the main concern for why they should be 
repaired and that he would be applying for funds from 
the CPA to pay for the repairs. 

"Those wharves are beautiful and there would be 
nothing worse than getting a really hard ice and having a 
section collapse/' he said.

The sewer would serve almost 30 homes on the 
street and the project is slated to begin in a year. 

''This project has been around for a while, but 
due to permitting issues, we needed to complete a draft 
and final environmental report,'' said Patrick Sheridan of 
Tighe and Bond Engineering. 

"We will put a pipeline down the center of the 
road. That pipeline will be upwards of 10 feet deep," 
he said. The majority of the homes have pumps already 
installed that can be hooked up to the new sewer line."

Dawicki took issue with the installation of a manhole 
near the barrier beach, which would allow access to the 
underground pipeline. 

"According to regulations, solid structures are not 
allowed in a barrier beach," Dawicki said. 

"You can't have an operational system without 
access to the sewer," said Sheridan. He argued that it may 
not be considered in conflict with the law because the 
manhole would not be powered in any way or attached to 
utilities, and therefore would not fall under the category 
of being a functional structure. 

"It's an essential component to this kind of 
system. You can't go without it," said Commission 
member Bob Rogers, who was acting as the chair of the 
meeting in the absence of Peter Newton. 

While Rogers was supportive of the project, 
Dawicki and Commission member Michael King said 
that it was not in the purview of the Conservation 
Commission to grant a waiver for the manhole. That 
power is given only to the Department of Environmental 
Protection. 

He noted that while they will be removing up 
to one foot of road during the construction, they will be 
using the existing pavement as fill with the original top 
layer back in place at the end of the project. 

"The residents of Cove Street are in favor of this 
project, primarily from the environmental aspect," Alice 
McGrath of Cove Street said. 

The hearing will be continued until the August 27 
meeting. 

The other two hearings, both continued from 
previous meetings, were also continued until the meeting 
on August 27. 

In other business, the Commission met with 
Becky Lockwood of Pine Island Road, who said that there 
have been a number of non-compliances with the work 
being done in her neighborhood.

concerns and I met with [engineer] Doug Schneider after/' 
said Code Enforcement Officer Andrew Bobola. He said 
that the Conservation Commission has to allow the DEP 
to hear the issues. 

"The concerns have to go through DEP and if 
the DEP would like our input, they will ask for it/' said 
Bobola. 

''My intention here is to let you know this is 
happening in town/' Lockwood said. 

She said there is not adequate silt fencing in 
the area and that there is an excavator parked in the 
wetland area of the project next to an intermittent stream.

Lockwood also said that a turtle sweep may not have 
been performed and there is risk of negatively impacting 
native turtles. 

Rogers noted that the Commission does retain 
cease and desist power and can temporarily halt the 
project if there is clear evidence of impropriety. Lockwood 
will be bringing her grievances to the DEP in an effort to 
rectify the situation.

ZBA To Deliberate Main Street Garage Plan 

Marion Zoning Board of Appeals 
By Eric Tripoli 

The Marion ZBA met on Thursday, August 9 to 
continue a discussion tabled from the July 26 meeting. 
The sole item on the agenda was regarding approval for 
Sanford Russell, Jr., to replace a carport with a garage, 
remove a retaining wall, relocate and expand a boulder 
retaining wall, reconstruct part of the driveway and install 
a trench drain at 5 Main Street. 

A final decision by the ZBA has been prolonged 
due to some concern from abutters, such as encroachment 
over property lines, drainage problems and the height of 
the proposed building. 

The garage would be large enough to house two 
cars and would have a second floor to be dedicated for 
storage only. According to Will Saltonstall, the architect 
on the project, the structure would be hooked up to 
electricity but not sewer. 

At the previous meeting, upon ZBA Chairman 
Bob Wedge's recommendation, Saltonstall advised the 
Russells to request the discussion be tabled so they may 
speak individually with their neighbors in order to 
directly remedy their concerns. 

Saltonstall presented new plans to the ZBA 



tonight. 

"The proposed location of the building has 
changed since we last spoke. As you recall, the original 
proposal had the proposed structure right up against 
the property line,'' he said. The structure has since been 
moved back several feet. 

Saltonstall also presented a revised architectural 
drawing of the building, which now includes a lower 
pitch that reduces the top volume of the building. 

"The total height now at the peak is 20 feet, eight 
inches," he said. The original height of the structure was 
25 feet. 

He said that they even used balloons to better 
illustrate the visual impact of the height of the proposed 
garage. 

"We tried to do our best to keep the utility of 
what we're doing and to address the concerns of our 
neighbors," Russell said. 

William Rogerson, an abutter at 9 Main Street, 
thought that the height of the building would hinder the 
view of the harbor near Hiller Street, a popular area for 
people to walk and bike. 

"I would argue that it is one of the most heavily 
traveled areas in Marion," he said. "I think it changes the 
character of the neighborhood to some extent or to some

significant extent/' 

He cited the design of the garage, which he said 
resembles a barn due to its block and tackle pulley system 
and large front doors, as being incongruent with the 
aesthetic of the neighborhood. 

Rogerson also said that the current structure 
violates setbacks no matter which street, Hiller or Main, is 
considered to be the frontage of the house. 

Linda Goodwin of 5 Hiller Street was originally 
worried that the structure would encroach on her 
property, but the revised plan addressed her concern in 
full.

"I just wanted to say that I have no objection to 
the revised plan/' she said. 

Chairman Bob Wedge said that he was confident 
the ZB A had an adequate amount of information about 
the project and would take the next two weeks to examine 
it in full and render a decision.

EEE Virus Prevention 

Residents of Mattapoisett, know how to protect 
yourself and your family from the threat of EEE virus 
(Eastern Equine Encephalitis Virus). The best way to 
protect is to prevent mosquito bites. 

Massachusetts Department of Public Health 
makes the following recommendations: 

1. If you must be outdoors at dawn and dusk 
when mosquitoes are most active, wear long-sleeved 
shirts and long pants. Use mosquito repellent that 
contains DEET and follow the directions on the label. 
DEET concentrations above lA-15Vo for children, or with 
DEET concentrations above 30-357o for adults. 

2. Take special care to cover up the arms and legs 
of children playing outdoors near swampy areas. When 
you bring a baby outdoors, cover the baby's carriage or 
playpen with mosquito netting. 

3. Fix any holes in your screens and make sure 
they are tightly attached to all your doors and windows. 

4. Mosquitoes can breed in water that collects 
in ditches, clogged gutters, old tires, wheelbarrows and 
wading pools. Don't let stagnant water collect around

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Old Rochester Youth Foot- 
ball Laces Up For Seventh 
Season 

August 1 marked the 
kickoff nationwide for Pop War- 
ner programs across the country. 
Here in the Tri-Town, the Old 
Rochester Regional Youth Foot- 
ball teams are hitting the fields 
hard preparing for their seventh 
season as an organization.

six teams in the program and with nearly 200 players 
and cheerleaders, the organization is boasting some of 
its strongest numbers. 

''We started the program seven years ago be- 
cause our kids were going all over the place since the 
Tri-Town didn't have a team/' said Tom Flynn, one of 
the Directors and Coaches for ORYF. "But with a lot of 
hard work and community effort, we are where we are 
now. It's been great." 

The program is 
open to children ages 5 
- 14 from Marion, Mat- 
tapoisett and Roches- 
ter. The program helps 
groom players to reach 
the competitive high 
school level. Flynn said 
from the youngest age, 
the goal is for the kids 
to have fun. But as they 
get older, it is more 
about the true funda- 
mentals of the game 
and getting them ready 
to play at the next level 
if they choose to. 

"We do teach 

them skills and we do teach them real football, but it's 
mostly about getting them to enjoy the game," Flynn 
said. 

The teams have been practicing for nearly two 
weeks on a very rigorous training schedule. Most of the 
teams practice four to five times per week for two hours 
a day. Some of the younger teams practice three to four 
times per week. When school is in session, the teams 
practice three times per week and travel to their games 
on the weekend during the nine-week season. 

"It's a whirlwind and a roller coaster," said 
Flynn. "It's a big commitment, and for most players, 
it's the biggest activity they have ever done. They work 
tremendously hard." 




Despite having the smallest program in the 
Southeastern Massachusetts /Rhode Island Football and 
Spirit Conference, the Bulldogs field competitive teams 
each year. Flynn attributes much of the success to the 
dedicated parents, volunteers and the Old Rochester 
Regional High School. 

"We have so many people helping us," said 
Flynn. "We get so much support from the high school. 
They let us use their facilities. We split costs sometimes. 
It's a good relationship that has helped put us over the 
edge for a new program." 

The teams work hard to be as competitive as 
they can be. If they are successful during the regular sea- 
son, they could earn a trip to the playoffs. The top teams 
in the nation will win a trip to Disneyworld to compete 
for a National Championship Title. But for Flynn and 
the rest of ORYF, the goals for this program are closer to 
home. 

"It's really about giving the kids something to 
do," said Flynn. "We are a small Tri-Town community 
program, so hopefully we can help out the high school 

program by being a 
good feeder program." 

While very few 
players in any Pop 
Warner program rarely 
go on to competitive 
college programs, and 
even fewer make it to 
the NFL, that doesn't 
mean there aren't 
several benefits for the 
young athletes to take 
away from the pro- 
gram. The bonds and 
relationships formed 
at a young age on the 
field certainly translate 
well off the field, too. 
"From a kid's perspective, they build friend- 
ships. They don't have that anxiety when they walk into 
the classroom at the Junior High School because they 
already know six or seven kids from their team. That's a 
perk for them," said Flynn. 

It's only their seventh year in existence, but 
there's no doubting the potential for the ORYF in years 
to come. Eventually Flynn hopes to pass on the reins as 
Director, but that won't keep him away from the fields 
forever. 

"I hope that I can come back and watch this 
20 years from now and see kids playing Old Rochester 
Football," he said.

The Bourne Legacy. Starring Jeremy Renner and Rachel 
Weisz. Directed by Tony Gilroy. Running time: 135 minutes. 
MPAA rating: PG-13. 

Though it's not a terribly memorable or distinguished 
film, I'm rooting for The Bourne Legacy to do well for one rea- 
son: Jeremy Renner. In movies since 1995, Renner first got on 
my radar with 2002 's Dahmer, in which he turned in a strangely 
affecting performance as the Milwaukee Cannibal. It took him a 
few more years, but Renner finally grabbed another lead — and 
an Oscar nomination — with 2009 's The Hurt Locker. After a 
couple of support gigs in blockbusters {Mission Impossible: 
Ghost Protocol and The Avengers), is Renner ready for his 
close-up? I certainly hope so. Renner has a quiet alertness, a 
sense of serenity, and a general air of mystery; he gets us to lean 
forward a bit to access him. He's physically convincing in ac- 
tion scenes, emotionally persuasive elsewhere. Unless America 
is really that stuck on Matt Damon in the Bourne franchise, I 
see no reason that Renner 's work here shouldn't make him a 
star. 

The movie he's in needs him badly but just barely 
deserves him. Directed by Tony Gilroy, who had a hand in the 
other Bourne screenplays. The Bourne Legacy follows Renner 
as another super- agent, Aaron Cross, who is marked for death 
along with several other agents when Jason Bourne (in The 
Bourne Ultimatum) blows the whistle on the CIA. Cross goes 
on the run, scooping up scientist Dr. Marta Shearing (Rachel 
Weisz), who narrowly escaped assassination herself. Cross takes 
green and blue "chems" to keep his physical and mental abili- 
ties at peak efficiency; he's almost out of chems, and he thinks 
Dr. Shearing can get him more. 

The first half hour or so is intriguing, with Cross hik- 
ing and climbing in Alaska and not speaking until well into the 
movie. After a while, though. The Bourne Legacy turns into 
an extended chase sequence; Cross and Dr. Shearing make a 
beeline for Manila, where the chems are, while various CIA 
goons, headed by an increasingly frantic Edward Norton, try to 
track them down. I don't know that I buy Norton as a retired Air 
Force general turned CIA black-op supervisor — he just seems 
too young — but he brings clarity and urgency to his role, never 




letting us catch him playing evil. He's a guy trying to keep a lid 
on a boiling-over pot. 

The action is comfortably small- scaled and tastefully 
staged, though the climactic motorcycle chase drones on for so 
long it becomes an irritant — past a certain point I just wanted 
Cross's stoic pursuer to drive off a cliff, or suddenly convert to 
pacifism and give up, or anything that would make it stop. Gil- 
roy, who also directed Michael Clayton and Duplicity, is better 
with mood and performance than with action; as if to compen- 
sate for not having a big special-effects moment, he lets the set 
pieces overstay their welcome. The style is a lot calmer than 
that of Paul Greengrass, who directed the two previous Bourne 
films with a jittery camera that evoked immediacy but also pro- 
voked headaches. Gilroy 's action has more solidity — it's better 
centered — but it lumbers a bit. 

None of this can be blamed on Renner, or Weisz 
either — she's quite convincing in her post- traumatic scenes 
following the first of many attempts on Dr. Shearing's life. The 
Bourne Legacy has an interesting if underused supporting cast, 
including Scott Glenn, Stacy Keach, Zeljko Ivanek, and various 
leftovers from previous films, like David Strathairn, Joan Allen, 
and Albert Finney (all of whom may only be represented by 
recycled footage — I'm not sure, since I haven't watched any 
of the other films again since they first came out). A lot of act- 
ing firepower is in service of a side story, the story of what was 
happening during Bourne Ultimatum, which led me to think: 
Did Jason Bourne know he was dooming various other opera- 
tives when he outed Operation Blackbriar and the Treadstone 
Project? If so, did he care? I can imagine a fifth film in which a 
vengeful Aaron Cross goes looking for the guy who consigned 
him to a life on the run.

25023C0650J with an Effective Date of July 17, 
2012. The exact boundaries of the District may 
be defined by the 100-year base flood elevations 
shown on the FIRM Maps and further defined by 
the Plymouth County Flood Insurance Study (FIS) 
Report with an Effective Date of July 17, 2012. 
The FIRM and FIS Report are incorporated herein 
by reference and are on file with the Town Clerk, 
Planning Board, Building Official, Conservation 
Commission and the Board of Selectmen's Office.
